DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

As an initial matter, it is noted that a "use" is not patentable subject matter in the 
United States. The "use" claims are interpreted as being drawn to methods. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I. Claims 1-16 are drawn to a method for the production of a 

pharmaceutical composition for treatment and/or prevention of a 
vascular disease and/or states of tissue hypoperfusion with hypoxic 
and/or ischemic consequences. 

Group II. Claims 17-32 are drawn to a method for treatment or prevention of 
a vascular disease or states of tissue hypoperfusion with hypoxic or 
ischemic consequences. 

The inventions listed as I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 
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According to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when the shared same 
or corresponding technical feature is a contribution over the prior art. The inventions 
listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept because they 
lack the same or corresponding technical feature. The technical feature of claim 1 , 
Group I, is a method for the production of a pharmaceutical composition for treatment 
and/or prevention of a vascular disease and/or states of tissue hypoperfusion with 
hypoxic and/or ischemic consequences using a substance selected from the group 
consisting of human apolactoferrin, lactoferrin, and peptides derivatives, metabolites or 
functional equivalent analogues thereof. Shimmura et al. (Invest. Ophthalmol. Vis. Sci., 
1998, Vol. 39(8):1 346-51) teach a method of protecting cellular damage in corneal 
epithelial cells after being subjected to hypoxia and subsequently reoxygenation 
conditions. Shimmura et al. teach that addition of lactoferrin significantly attenuated 
cellular damage under these conditions (see Abstract). The teaching by Shimmura et al. 
meets the limitation of claim 1 . Thus the technical feature of Group I lacks novelty or 
inventive step and does not make a contribution over the prior art. 

Since the 1 st claimed invention has no special technical feature, it cannot share a 
special technical feature with the other claimed inventions.
